fault 
of bonds, is an 
all

crook and has done time 
in many 


state prisons and jails. 


Years ago, or short'y before James 


Palmer murdered young Whitehous* 
in this city, Gannon was arrested on 
the charge of 
breaking 
Into 
the 


residence of Hon. E. H. Winchester, 
and burglarizing the house. 
Police 


Justice Samuel W. Emery was then 
county solicitor and prosecuted Gan- 
non. The result was that the burg- 
lar was sent to the New Hampshire 
state prison lor a term of eighteen 
months. 


While at the Portsmouth jail Gan- 


non was placed in the 
same cell 


with murderer Palmer and the two 
grew to be quite friendly, although 
Palmer was morose and uncommuni- 
cative. 
One day Palmer 
in 
some 


manner became possessed of a jack- 
knife and attempted to kill himself. 
Gannon threw 
himself 
upon 
the 


would-be suicide and 
there 
was a 


desperate stiuggle between the two 
for possession of the 
knife 
. The 


noise of the struggle 
reached 
the 


ears of the 
jail officials 
and they 


came to the cell and put an end to 
the struggle. After this Palmer and 
Gannon occupied different cells. 


A deposition of Gannon's, taken by 


then County Solicitor Emery at the 
state prison where Gannon had com- 
menced on his eighteen months' sen- 
tence, in which he stated under catb 
that Palmer had practically admitted 
his guilt to him in saying that he 
had got to die anyway and fra might 
as well commit suicide as be hung, 
was admitted at the trial of Palmer. 


About a year ago Gannon was in 


Portsmouth and had 
all 
kinds of 


money, which he spent very lavishly. 
In one resort he showed $1400 
and 


spent $400 of that 
amount 
before 


leaving. 
It was 
thought 
that 
he 


placed some of the 
money to 
his 


credit in a local bank before he left 
town. 


When held in $200 bonds on Satur- 


day Gannon said he would deposit a 
cash bail as soon as one of the local 
banks opened up on Monday.

towering and gorgeous palaces of the 
world'* fair than was the contrast in 
the conditions of the man who within ! 
a decade from the time be left Hard- j 
scrabble cabin well nigh penniless and 
a recognized failure as a farmer 
stepped into the White House at Wash-1 
ington as the chief executive ot the 
nation. 
But some tremendously «lg-1 


nl&cant events occurred in that decide 
in which the one time poor and al- i 
moat despondent farmer played a con- 
spicuous ps^rt. Of these events all tho 
world knows. 
Perhaps It does not 


know so much of the long, tedious, 
heartslckeniug years of struggle which 
this primitive log structure represents. 


"Hardscrabble House," which Ulys- 


ses S. Grant chose to call the first home 
of his own. was built by hit own bands 
in the fall of 1855 on n portion ot the 
estate of Colonel Frederick Dent. hU 
father-in-law, out on the old Gravels 
road uine miles from this city, where 
it stood for nearly half a century. The 
place was appropriately named, for 
here young Grant, who had just re- 
signed from the army after having 
graduated from West Point and fougbt 
bravely through the Mexican war, bad 
a hard scrabble to support himself and 
family. A few years before his resig- 
nation, then a gallant young lieutenant 
stationed at Jefferson barracks, be bad 
courted and married the daughter of 
Colonel Dent. Later he was trans-; 
f«rnd to Sacket's Harbor, N. Y., sub-' 
•equcntly to Fort Vancouver, on the 
northern Pacific coast, and thence to 
Fort Humboldt, Col., 200 miles above 
Ban "Francisco. His pay as an army 
officer Waa small, much less than army j 
offlcen of the same rank receive to- 
day. 
He could not take his wife and 


little son, now General Frederick Deut' 
Grant, around the Horn to bis distant 
post, and iu those days a journey 
across the continent was for them out 
of the question. He sent Mrs. Grant 
and the child to his father's home in 
Ohio, and shortly after his departure a 
•eeond son wns born. Later Mrs. Grant 
and h«r children went to live at White 
Haven, her birthplace, the home of 
Colonel Dent. 
j 


But the young soldier loved his wife | 


and babies, and the separation from , 
them was unendurable. So while sta- • 
ticced on the Pacific coast In April, 
1854, on the very day be bad received 
a captain's commission, be tendered 
his resignation from the army, to take 
effect the last day of the July follow- 
ing. 
At the expiration ot that time be 


started east, going nest to his early 
home in OLilo, where he seems to have 
been received rather coldly by bis fa- 
ther, wbo Is said to bnve been deeply 
humiliated by his eldest son's retire- 
ment from the military service, in 
which he had expected blm to win glo- 
ry and renown. These came later. But 
that IB another story. 


After a brief visit with his parents 


Captain Graut came to St. Louis and 
rejoined hla family at Colonel Dent's 
home. Thirty -two years of age, with n 
wife and two children, one ot whom he 
had never seen, be had abandoned the 
military profession and Its pay and 
was facing the future without a cent. 


Thus Captain Grant began the es- 


tablishment of a home, Colon«l Dent 
setting nsldo a tract of about eighty 
acres on the old home farm for his use. 
He did not give Grant n deed to the 
Iun4 Ho simply, for Julia's sake, gave 
th« Mexican war veteran permission 
to "tak« It r<nd do wlmt you can with 
it." Colonel Dent, like Jesse Grant, 
was not well pleased with the man 
wbo had married his daughter. The 
colonel was a southerner, of considera- 
ble m«ans. A successful, substantial 
eltiitn. Old neighbors of the Denta 
•till recall uncomplimentary language 
used by Colonel Dent in alluding to 
Captain Grunt. 


Rut this did net discourage th* «x- 


That winter aa* tbe text sprta* and 
suanmer be c*t wooO. plowed for I 
wheat, hoed cera. bound wbeat bebiuA ' 
the fcetn cradle* of hi* f»tLer-Ut-l*W» 
darky slaves and was a farmer's matt 
of .all vorfc. 
He luui worked on a 


farm la his boyhood aud was not 
ashamed of honest toil. 


In th* late fall of 1855. tbe harvest 


over. Grant begau the work of cutting 
tree* from wLich to hew the timber* 
af the log bonne that was to be bis 
borne. He worked early and late. Oak 
and elm fell before hi* onslaught. He 
fought It out on that line all the 
fall and at last wa* ready for "the 
raiatnV 


There are many venerable citizen* 


of 8t Louis who recall with fpnd recol- 
lection tbe house raisings of those old 
days. When the pioneer had hewed his 
logs and hauled them to the site of bis 
future home, he went through the coun- 
tryside notifying his neighbors that 
upon a certain day "tbe raisin' bee" 
would take place. Bright and early 
came the neighbors to assist tbe house 
builder in raising the timbers into place. 
There was a dinner spread on the 
ground, and hard cider and ginger cakes 
kept the workers cheerful. 


The Grant house raising bee was not 


a whit different In its immediate as- 
pect from others of that time, though 
the historical significance was vastly 
different The neighbors, who on that 
autumn day helped to put in place the 
heavy timbers for Grant's humble 
home, had high respect for "tbe cap- 
tain," because be was known to them 
aa a veteran of the Mexican war and 
as a former officer of the regular army. 
They respected him also because be 
was a hard worker like themselves and 
a good family man. They liked him 
for his manly qualities. 


After tbe logs were in place Grant 


laid the floors and helped a carpenter 
to fit the window frames. He also did 
the greater part of the shingling and 
built the stairway that leads to the; 
two big, low rooms in the gable roof. 


When completed. Grant moved hla 


family Into tbe house, and it was their 
home for about three years. HM fa- 
ther-in-law's biff white bouse, a man- 
sion In those days, bore a name of ita 
own. Grant gave his cabin a distinctive 
name. "We'll cnll it Hardscrabble." be 
said, possibly wondering how the mas- 
ter of White Haven would" like the 
name. 


And it was hard scrabbling for Grant 


during the next few years. He was f- 
tireless worker. He plowed and sowe4 
and reaped. He cut cordwood and sold 
It on tbe streets of St. Louis. IE. the 
city he sometimes met old army associ- 
ates, who sneered at the shabby look- 
Ing farmer. Grant appeared not to no- 
tice the sneers. Ho was trying to make 
a living for his family. In the big log 
cabin was a busy housewife, surround- 
ed by her children, and that was home, 
something be never knew when be was 
in the nnny. 


This life went on, a humdrum life ex- 


cept for wife and babies. Grubbing, 
hoeing, hauling, Grant began to grow 
old apparently. He permitted his beard 
to grow, so that he looked much older 
than he was. Perhaps he felt old. It is 
known that he made but little head- 
way in his farming and that he was 
deeply discouraged, but he made little 
complaint His health failed, he caught 
chills and fever and grew sallow, see- 
ing not Ling in prospect but tbe same 
sort of patient, pitiless, unrenlunerative 
toil. He was almost beaten, but not 
quite. 


In 1857 Mrs. Dent died, and Colonel 


Dent removed to St Louis. Captain 
Grant was placed in charge of White 
Haveu. moving out of the dear old cab- 
in, Hardscrabble. 
He was In control 


of tbe negro slaves. A historian of the

gave up farming altogether and went 
Into the real estate business in St 
Louis, in which be was no more suc- 
cessful than be had been a* a tiller of 
the soil. In 1800, apparently a defeat- 
ed man, he went to work as a clerk at 
$50 a month In bis father's leather 
•tore in Galena, 111. Then came the 
civil wur, nnd what happened then 
need riot be here recounted. 


Harttrcrabble House remained the 


property of General Grant until 1894, 
wUen . Ferdinand Ward wrecked tbe 
firm of Grant £ Ward, and It was 
turned over to Wllllrim H. Vanderbllt, 
one of hla largest creditors. Mr. Tan- 
dcrbilt sold it to Luther Conn, who In j 
1801 Hold It to Edward Joy; a real es- 
tate dealer of this city. Mr. Joy moved 
tbe ct»Ulu to Old Orchard, three mile* 
from Its original site, where it now 
•rands In u well preserved condition,

It ia 
the determination of the old soldiers ot

Tided wltU conveniences wliich will 
make thfe "canvas city" oue of the most 
desirable features ot the reunion, 


An auditorium will be erected on the 


fair grounds of sufficient size to accom- 
modate the' estimated number of veter- 
ans. where the sessions of the associa- 
tion will be held. 


Elaborate plans have been made for 


the entertainment of tlie veterans, and 
In addition to competitive drills and 
military parades in which a number -of 
companies from other states will par- 
ticipate H graud ball will be given dur- 
ing tb« convention. 


It Is expected that a large number of 


representatives from the newspapers 
will be present during the reunion. 


The grout enthusiasm of the people 


of New Orlei'iis in regard to this com- 
ing reunion makes It beyond peradven- 
turo that the occasion will be most de- 
lightful from all points of vl«w, and 
the municipal authorities, acting as a 
unit With the citizens generally, will 
pave the way for a scries of pleasant 
rMvlleotlona and fix the claims of Ntw 
Orlenn* nml It* people upon tho good 
jrmctH n id loyal sontluicat of the old 
boyn in gray.

"In spite of tne fact that It nas 


latterly become tfae fashion throughout 
tb* country to mobilise tbe militia 
upon tbe slightest ezcvse. there Is per- 
haps no subject as vital to tb* liberties 
of tbe people. Is so little.understood, as 
the duties and powers of tbe militia 
when 'called out* to aid tbe civil au- 
thority to suppress violence or support 
tb* law. Tne lack of knowledge ed tbe 
subject does «ot seeoo to decrease, el- 
tber on tb* part of tbe people or of tlie 
.press, notwltbatandlng Uw growing fre- 
quency of tne use of the militia. 


•The terns loilltary law.; 'martial 


law' and 'caHing out tbe militia' an 
much confounded and seem to be gen- 
erally regarded as synonymous, when 
actually they are not at all so and nave 
widely different meanings. 


"Consideration of tbe meaning of 


each of tbese terms 'will aid In clearing 
up much misunderstanding. To that 
end careful -study .of tb* definitions 
given Mfow, Is requested. 


"Military law consists of the regula- 


tions for tbe government of persons 
employed in tbe army or in the mtUtfa. 
It is the Bpeclfli; Jaw gorernlng tbe 
army as a separate comoHmlty.

COAL STRIKE COMUISOON DEFINES 


THEM FOR LAtOR UNIONS.

The conlnilne.rs.pf the second, blta- 


mlnons dlstr.Ict .ofrPeunsylvnnln Imve 
gained a concision from t lit opera to rB 
for wlilcb they nave been hghildg for 
tbe last nv* years-namely. «n- eight 
hour d:ty. A scale on the bnsls of an 
eight hour day has been signed by rep- 
resentatlros of the miners and opera- 
torn. 'Tbe miners, 
however, were 


obliged to modify their claim for the 
U'4i <<nd 14 pet cent increase reaper- 
lively for pick and machine mining 
call*d for by the national agreenient 
made at Indianapolis and which ith* 
operators Were Wlillng to grant on s 
nine hour husls. Ap Ihclwnse of 10 p*r 
cfnt Is 0iv«n for pick mining nnd an 
Increase of 12 per cent for machine 
mining. • 


In arriving at the decision to give no 


formal recognition to the United Miue 
Workers as a union, because the com- 
mission did not consider that this ques- 
tion was within the scope of the juris- 
diction conferred on it the anthra- 
cite commission in Its report dl<ciiaeiMl 
the relation of unions to capital and 
nonunion men and among other things 
aaid: 


"Trades unionism Is rapidly becom- 


ing a matter of business, and that em- 
ployer who fails to give the same care- 
ful attention to the question of his re- 
lation to his labor or his employees 
which he gives to the other factors 
which enter into the conduct of his 
business males a mistake which soon- 
er or later he will be obliged to cor- 
rect In this, as in other things, it hi 
much better AD start right than to make 
mistakes In starting which necessitate 
returning to correct them. 


"Experience shows that the more 


full the recognition given to a trades 
union the more businesslike and re- 
sponsible it becomes. Through deal- 
ing with business men in business mat- 
ters its more intelligent conservative 
•and" responsible members come to the 
front and gain general control and di- 
rection of its affairs. If the energy of 
the employer is directed to discourage- 
ment and repression of the union, he 
need not be surprised If the more rad- 
ically inclined members are tbe ones 
most frequently beard. 


"The commission agrees that a plan 


under which all questions of difference 
between the employer and bis employ- 
ees shall first be considered In confer- 
ence between tbe employer or his offi- 
cial representative and a committee 
chosen by* tbe employees from their 
own ranks Is most likely to produce 
satisfactory results and harmonious 
relations, and at such conference the 
employees shall have the right to call 
to their assistance such representatives 
or agents as they may choose and to 
have them recognized as. such. 


"In order to be entitled to such rec- 


ognition the labor organization or union 
must give the same recognition to the 
rights pf the employer and of others 
which it demands for itself and for Its 
members. The worker has the right 
to quit or to strike in conjunction with 
his fellows, when by BO doing he does 
not violate a contract made by him or 
for him. He has neither right nor li- 
cense to destroy onto damage the prop-. 
erty of the employer; neither has he 
any right or license to Intimidate or to 
use violence against the man who 
chooses to exercise bis right to work. 
nor to Interfere with those who do not 
feel that the union offers the best 
method of adjusting grievances. 


"The union must not undertake to 


ftBsnme, or to interfere with, the man- 
agement of the business of the em- 
ployer. It should strive to make mem- 
bership In it so valuable as to attract 
all wbo are eligible, but in Its efforts tc 
build itself up it must not lose sight of 
the fact that those who may think dif- 
ferently. have certain rights guaranteed 
them by our free government. How- 
ever Irritating it may be to see a man 
enjoy benefits to the securing of which 
be refuses to contribute, either morally 
or physically or financially, the fact 
.that he has a right to dispose of his 
personal services as he chooses cnunot 
be i ignored- 
The nonunion man as- 


sumes the whole responsibility which 
results -from him being such, but his 
right and privilege of being a nonunion 
man are sanctioned in law and morals. 
The rights and privileges of nonunion 
men are as .sacred to them as the rights 
and privileges of unionists. The con- 
tention that a majority of the em- 
ployees ID an industry, by voluntary 
Associating themselves in a union, ac- 
quire authority over those who do not 
so Associate themselves Is untenable. 


"Those who voluntarily 
associate 


themselves believe that in their efforts 
to Improve conditions they are working 
as much in the. Interest of the unor- 
ganized 'as in their own, and out of 
this grows tiie contention that when a 
nonunion man works during a strike 
be. violates the rights nnd privileges of 
those associated In efforts to better the 
general condition and In aspirations to 
a higher standard of living. 


"The nonunion man, who does not 


believe that the union can accomplish 
these things, insists with equal sincer- 
ity that the union destroys his efforts 
to secure a better standard of living 
and Interferes with his aspirations for 
improvement. Tbe fallacy of such ar- 
gument lies in the use of the analogy 
of state government under which the 
.minority acquiesces In the rule of the 
majority;, bat government IB the result 
pf organic law, within the scope of 
which ho other government can as- 
sume authority to control the minority. 
In all nets of government the minority 
takes pnrt, and when It Is defeated the 
government becomes the agency of all, 
not simply the majority. 


"It should be remembered that the 


trade union is a voluntary social or- 
ganization nnd, like uuy other organ- 
ization. Is subordinate to tbe laws of 
tho In'hd and cunaot uinke rules or reg- 
ulations In contra ventluii thereof. Yet 
It at times seeks to set Itself up ns n 
separate nnd distinct governing agency 
.and to control those who have refused 
to join Its rnnks and to consent to Its 
{TovernmtMit and to deny to them (ho 
p*r«onnl liberties 'which are guaran- 
teed to every rtticen by the constitu- 
tion and laws or the land. Tbe anal- 
ogy. therefore. Is unsound and does not 
i.pply. .

seem to deruaud. 


•There can be no doubt that without 


threats, intimidation and violence to- 
ward those \rbo would otherwise be 
willing 10 reuMtin at work or take the 
place* of those who had wased to 
work the coercion of employers, which 
a strike always contemplates, would be 
less potent in cornpi-]!iu£ acquiescence 
In its demands. This is the danger 
point of the whole mutter. The law. 
which governs all ciiizi-us of A free 
country alike, cau make no'exceptions. 
The beneficence of labor unions is ae- 
kuowledgtHl. 
Their development, as 


we view it. has been one of real though 
of clow and iuieriuiltent progress to 
tbe betterment of labor conditions and 
to improvement in the relations be- 
tween employer and employed. 


"All combinations of men. however, 


to achieve a common purpose have po- 
tencies for evil. 
Such combinations 


are more than mere nggre^itlons of 
the rights nnd powers of the individu- 
als composing them. They become new 
and powerful entities iuul factors f-^r 
good or ill according to the wldJom or 
unwisdoci with which tlu-y are man- 
aged and controlled.

of coercion, resulting in some cases in 
an enforced compliance with the de- 
mands of tbe association or union. 
Such coercion, however, is not illegal 
and dops not come within tlie condem- 
nation of tlie law. it is the indited 
consequence of the bgal exercise of 
tbe risbt to work or to cease to work 
belonj,rm{j to all men. 


"Cut n strike set on foot with tlio 


view to the :icconiplis!irncM)t of its pur- 
pose by intimidation or violence, exor- 
cised against tbose who choose to re- 
main at work, violates the law from 
the beginning. 
Where, however, the 


strike Itself Is separable from the ille-

The executive council of the Ameri- 


can Federation of Labor lias sent out a 
notice to ull nUlilnted or^ani/ations on 
the necessity of strictly adhering to 
agreements made with employers. The 
resolution, vdilcb was adopted at the 
recent mooting of the executive coun- 
cil, is ns follows: 


"It is widely and falsely charged by 


a hostile pross and other opponents of 
organized labor that trade unions arc 
fretjiiL'ntiy guilty of violating contracts 
entered Into with 'employers. Thi;re 
have been n few cases In which union* 
have unwisely violated agreements, but 
these are exceptions nnd not tbe rule, 
contracts being more frequently vlo- 
latod by tbe employer, and. while \ve 
desire to give the strongest possible de- 
nial to the general accusations that 
agreements nre not respected by organ- 
izer] labor, wo do not wish lo condone 
the exceptions." 


To tlteome Still Greater. 


"Within the next yonr the United 


Mine Workers of America will have a 
iiittmbershlp pf over 300,000." This 
statement was made by Thomas L. 
Lewis, national vice president of that 
organization. "We propose to go Into 
evcrj- field where men are employed In 
the uilr.es, whether coal or other min- 
erals. The miners of the far west and 
«outhwc8t are to be brought Into the 
organization, nnd we nre fissured of 
success almoMt before we start, six na- 
tional organizers will bo sent Into the 
Timnessee district, four Into Colorado, 
two Into Montana and Dakota, four to 
district No..21, which Includes Arkan- 
sas and Texas, and others into various 
other dlsUriits throughout the west 
and south."

Lowell, Mass., March 30.—For the 


first time in many years on a work- 
ing day the bells on the great cot- 
ton mills in this city were silent this 
morning and 
the streets, 
usually 


marked by the hurry and bustle of 
thousands of operatives on their way 
to work, were still and almost de- 
sertsd. 


Absolute quiet prevailed in the sec- 


tion occupied by the cotton factories 
this forenoon. 
. N o demonstration of any sort oc- 
curred and the period of inactivity, 
the duration of which cannot definite- 
ly "be predicted, began without a nota- 
•ble incident, save perhaps the 
fact 


that a few men and women who had 
'started to finish up some 
work in 


ihe cloth rooms of one cr two of the 
mills .were, turned back by commit- 
tees from the labor unions. 


Of the seven corporations which 


are shut down, four had practically 
no help -working today. At the Mer- 
rimac and at the 
Hamilton 
plants 


the print works 
were not 
closed. 


These departments are not directly 
involved in the contest over wages. 


The Merrimac works 
wil' finish 


what they have at once. The Ham- 
ilton mill will pass the next 
week 


or two in taking account of stcek and 
then finish up the goods on hand. 


At the Lawrence mills, the hosiery 


dspartment was in operation, the un- 
ion having decided that the knitters 
there should be considered neutral. 


The office forces at 
the 
several 


mills were at work as usual. Nothing 
could be learned as to whether this 
class of employes would be affectad 
by the conditions now prevailing. 


At the- Massachusetts 
mills 
the 


engineer and a small force of men 
were taking down the engine and 
taking such other steps as were con- 
sidered necessary to prisvent dam- 
age to the 
machinery. 
Tne same 


method will be adopted by most of 
the other imffls and some of them, 
it is understood, 
will improve the 


time during 
suspension 
of opera- 


tions to make necessary repairs. 


More than a dozen meetings were 


scheduled to 
be held at 
various 


places about the city, but they did 
not furnish all of the business. 
By 


far greater activity was required in 
taking care of the different places 
of organization. The Greeks 
espec- 


ially, who last week were averse to 
joining the union,' now are flocking 
to headquarters faster than they can 
be accommodated. They will htfc^e a 
separate organization as will also the 
Portuguese help. Besides these class- 
es of employes many 
others has- 


tened to join the union today.

headquai ters at Denver she has branch 
offices in six cities 
On one <<t the load- 


ing northwestern roads all the laborers j 
are employed through Mrs. Atwood, 
who also manages their boarding trains 
and living arrangements. Her employ- 
ment agency is the most extensive one 
in the world, yet she Inn-self is a small, 
delicate looking woman physically. 


Mentally, however, sin- seems to have 


trained herself according to the noblo 
ideal of i he ancient Stoics, -uho taught 
then dis( iple«, to say in the t'.u o of dis-

Many have wondered why the free 


trad* paper* of the last few weeks 
contained so many protests agaln%t 
the tariff on books, "a duty on that 
intellectual commerce which most in- 
telligent men would like to see as free 
as practicable." The following figures 
•how great cause for free trade alarm: 
Our exports of books, etc., in 1899 were 
valued at $2,700.000, and for last year 
they were $4,364,000. On the other 
hand, the value of our imports for 
1890 was less than $1,500,000 and for 
1902 $1,790,000. In other words, our 
Imports Increased by about 17 per cent 
and our exports by nearly 150 per cent. 
or, while In. 184*9 our exports were not 
twice our Imports, they are now more 
than two and a half times our imports. 


Whether the book trust, that some 


at our larger retail stores have tried to 
break, is as a trust guilty of selling 
books to foreigners cheaper than to 
Americans we do not know personally, 
and tbey advertise too much to allow 
our free trade contemporaries to tell 
us, but we do know that any one can 
buy a Harper's or other 35 cent maga- 
zine in London for 18 cents, "a shilling 
(the standard price), with threepence 
off." 


The gain to American labor, ma- 


terials and profits of over four and a 
third million dollars paid by foreigners 
In one year makes moat of the men 
who know they are intelligent because 
tbey have read that only free traders 
are intelligent thoroughly Indignant, 
and we shall soon hear that our print- 
ers and bookbinders do not require 
any further protection; that all of this 
labor and profit goes solely to the pub- 
lisher. It is interesting in this connec- 
tion to see that the New York Times, 
which objected a few weeks since to 
protection that it raised the price of 
raw materials and lowered the price 
of finished products, thus injuring the 
manufacturers, assigns our success in 
exporting books "to the lower price of 
paper in the -United States" as well as 
to the more economical processes of 
manufacture. And this lower price of 
paper in the United States is in spite 
of a grinding duty on paper and paper 
stock, the import of which most in- 
telligent men would like to see as free 
as practicable, though they know that 
paper is now sold at a less price per 
pound than the profit gained by paper 
makers in free trade times.

A DISEASE ALWAYS ATTENDED WITH 


BAD CONSEQUENCES. 


It Prod oeed Widespread Woe la tne , 


Epldeaiic of Seven Years AS.O, and j 
IU Effect at TnU Time Would Be 
Worse Than Ever Before. 
It may be true that the Hon. Joseph j 


Sibley has had a rather peripatetic po-1 
lit leal career. It is much more to his 
credit that through devious ways he 
has found the light than that he should 
have remained forever immersed In 
the darkness of Democracy. When, 
therefore, he warns the country against 
tariff reform hysteria, bis words are to 
be taken in the light of his present 
knowledge and not of bis former igno- 
rance. Some Democrats of the Bour- 
bon type may think it a great joy to 
refer to the time when Mr. Sibley 
thought otherwise, and they may 
shriek themselves hoarse over proofs 
of his inconsistency, hut the sensible 
men will rejoice rather that the Penn- 
sylvanian has adopted sound doctrine 
than that Mr. Williams, his Mississippi 
critic, remains oblivious to the most 
patent facts. 


It Is true that occasionally from the 


lecture rooms of universities and from 
the platforms of discredited parties 
there hursts forth a sort of hysteria 
demanding "tariff reform." Our Iowa 
friends had some views on this subject 
which were greatly distorted by Dem- 
ocrats for political effect, but the inci- 
dent was of no Importance and is 
closed. There Is no more general de- 
maud for tariff reform than there is for 
the admission of Chinese coolies, and 
both are equally undesirable. In thia 
connection tariff reform, of course, re- 
fers to the nonprotective ideas of De- 
mocracy. The honeyed words are used 
to mask an attack on the whole pro- 
tective system. No one claims that the 
Dingley bill is nn inspired work or 
that it Is perfect, but the majority 
agrees that it is an excellent document 
and that it is much better to maintain 
a system even with slight imperfec- 
tions than to do great Injury to many 
interests by attempting to tinker up 
weak spots. 


In this connection it is not necessary 


to do more than refer to the unfortu- 
nate event of 1892 and its conse- 
quences. At a time when the nation 
"was enjoying a theretofore unexam- 
pled prosperity the people went after 
the strange gods of Democracy and 
plunged it into the slough of despond 
of 1893, from which it did not emerge 
for four years, or until triumphant Re- 
publicanism had restored protection as 
the basis of our industrial system. The 
tariff reform hysteria of 1892 produced 
widespread woe. A similar attack at 
this time could only accomplish a much 
worse situation. Mr. Sibley is right in 
his warning. Not unless the American 
people forget will they allow them- 
selves to be carried away by this dead- 
ly political disease.—Philadelphia In- 
quirer.

into t-ousidwanou the very obvious 
and Incontrovertible fact that there is 


greater volume of absolutely uutaxed 


trade iu tbi» country ttmu is> t-njoyed 
by the people of any other nation ou 
the globe. Great Britain, which jsh-'ld 
up as a shining example of a succ.-s.s- 
ful free trade country, is after all only 
nominally a free trader. 
It is true 


that neither its domestic nor foreign 
traffic is subjected to a tariff tax; but. 
on the other bund, they are burdened 
with various small imposts which are 
necessary to produce re-venue sufficient 
for the support and maintenance of 
the government. 


An estimate of the domestic com- 


merce of the United States during 100-J 
has been made by the bureau of statis- 
tics of the treasury department, and 
the total is plai-ed at $20,000,000,000. 
Objection has been made to this esti- 
mate on the ground that it is merely a 
"guess," and a. guess it certainly is. as 
are practically all estimates of a sim- 
ilar character which are not based 
upon actual and complete returns. Nev- 
ertheless It can be accepted as approx- 
imately, if not absolutely, accurate. 


Compared with this vast total of 


trade upon which there is imposed no 
duty of any kind our foreign commerce 
sinks to almost insignificant propor 
lions. But in our foreign trade, for 
some reason, the people generally dis- 
play a deep and continuing Interest, so 
it is pertinent to learu what proportion 
of that trade is subject to tariff duties. 
During the six months beginning Jul\ 
31, 1002, and ending Jan. 31. 1903, mer- 
chandise to the value of $508,079.037 
was imported. Of this total goods to 
the value of $240,347,772 paid no duty 
at all, so that the imports actually 
taxed under the tariff law had an ag- 
gregate value of $357,731,916. 


These figures prove the fallacy of a 


very prevalent popular belief that all 
merchandise imported into this coun- 
try pays tribute in the way of duties to 
the system of protection, when, as has 
just been shown, only a little mo:-e 
than one-half is taxed. Small Indeed Is 
the figure cut by the sum collected by 
the national customs officers when 
placed beside the $10,000,000,000 which 
was approximately the volume of our 
internal trade during the half year 
covered. 


Small as it is, however, It is sufficient 


to achieve the beneficent end for which 
tariff duties are levied, that of protect- 
ing the American producer and Amer- 
ican labor from competition with the 
cheap products of poorly paid foreign 
labor. Remove this protection and the 
inevitable result must be to Hood the 
American market with cheap foreign 
goods which, because of the smaller 
cost of the labor that produced them, 
will drive out those of domestic iimuu 
facture.—Providence News.

George N. Jones Is Oldest Fire Fight- 


er in the- Portsmouth Department 


The oldest fireman in the Ports- 


mouth fire depanmeni in 
point of 


service is George N. Jones, engineer 
of Kearsarge engine. No. 3, at the 
Central fire station, who has seen 
OVST thirty-five yeirs of continuous 
service, and is 
one of the best 


known firemen in the state. 


H-e was born in this city 
MarcS 


31, 1849, and his career as a fireman 
commenced January. 1. 386G, when 
he was made a member of Granite 
State hand engine 5, with which be 
continued until the following year, 
when 
he was transferred to Dear- 


bora steam 
engine 
1. 
the 
first 


steamer owned by the city, as assis- 
tant foreman. 


He remained a membsr of 
this 


company until Juno 20, 1870, when 
he was appointed assistant engine- 
man on Kearsarge 3, and in 1875 was 
made engineer, a position 
he has 


held since. 


Six years ago, when it was decided 


to have several permanent men at 
the central fire station, 
Engineer 


Jones was selected as one of the 
men. 


On November 10, 1872, Mr. Jones 


went to Boston with the Kearsarge 
engine, and it was largely through 
the efforts of this engine that the Old 
South church was saved, the Boston 
firemen bestowing upon the Portp- 
mouth company the title • of "Hay- 
makers."
